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Parental Responsibility Ordinance Proposed 





Commissioner Bruce Patterson 


Who should be paying for the mis- 
behavior and wrongdoing of juvenile 
delinquents? Who should be teaching 
them the difference between right and 
wrong? | 

These are just a couple of the ques- 
tions asked of Wayne County Commis- 
sioner Bruce Patterson (11th District, 
R-Canton) as he attends to business in 
our district. His constituents’ concerns 
have led himto pursue afocused course 
of action. 

Having succeeded in convincing 
the Wayne County Commission to re- 


vise the County's Ethics Board by adopt- . 


ing legislation requiring the panel to 
include regular citizens, Patterson has 
turned his attention to another issue: a 
proposed ordinance regarding parental 
responsibility. This next step is all partof 


_the comprehensive, omnibus reform 


package of legislation that he first dis- 
cussed in January, and which originally 


included not only the change in the - 


makeup of the ethics panel's member- 
ship, but such additional items as term 
limits for County government elected 
officials; awritten ethics code for County 
elected officials, appointees, adminis- 
trators, and bureaucrats; and fund-rais- 
ing limitations and prohibitions appli- 
cable at the County level. 

Highlights of the new, proposed 
ordinance (to be known as the County 
Parental Responsibility Ordinance) in- 
clude the requirement that a parent (or 
parents) of a minor exercise reason- 
able control and supervision over the 


minor to prevent the minor from com- 
mitting or participating in the commis- 
sion of delinquent acts. Examples in- 
clude such acts as possessing illegal 
drugs, or maliciously or willfully damag- 
ing, defacing, or destroying real or per- 
sonal property belonging to others. 

Section 5 of the ordinance estab- 
lishes the evidentiary standards required 
to find a parent in violation of the paren- 
tal responsibility ordinance; Section 6 
sets forth the penalties and alternate 
disposition provisions which may be 
meted out upon a finding, by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, that a minor has 
committed a wrong and that his/her 
parent didn't act as required to see that 
the wrong didn't occur. 

Under Section 6, it will be possible 
for the County of Wayne to recover the 
costs of detaining and prosecuting the 


convicted wrongdoers. According to 


Patterson, this section alone could save 
the taxpayers a considerable sum o 
money over the years. 

- When asked to comment on his 
proposed ordinance, Patterson said: "I 
gave this a lot of thought before it was 
introduced. | am one legislator who is 
not interested in passing lots and lots of 
new laws. Rather, | am interested in 
enforcing the laws we already have and 
abolishing those which just create more 
bureaucracy and red tape. However, 
when | look at the budget for the County 
of Wayne and see what we are spend- 
ing on juvenile delinquency, | see a 
need to take action. Hopefully, this will 
catch the attention of some parents who 
simply are failing to exercise control 


over their family members — and that is 
a Significant responsibility of parenting. 

"Clearly," he added, "this ordinance 
has the potential of hitting ‘delinquent 
parents inthe pocketbook if they ignore 
their duty, which in turn can save the 
rest of the taxpayers some expense.” 

The matter has now been referred 
to the Committee on Public Safety and 
Judiciary and the Committee of Health 
and Human Services for consideration 
and investigation. During this review 
process, the proposal will be examined 
by various departments. Input will be 
requested from local chiefs of police, 
the Sheriff's Department, the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, and interested judicial of- 
ficers. In addition, budgetary impact will 
be measured by the County's Office of 
Budget and Management. 

"This is the legislative route that 
proposals normally follow. | expect the 
matter to be reported out for its first 
public reading in about 30 days, andthe 
matter to be finalized by the end of this 
legislative term,” he concluded. 

Patterson has also proposed a"sis- 
ter" ordinance called the Victim Assis- 
tance Ordinance, one aspect of which 
will allow the County to recover costs 
related to incarcerating convicted crimi- 
nals. Together, Patterson believes that 
the two proposals will benefit taxpay- 
ers, law-abiding residents, and visitors 
to Wayne County. 7

Shhh! Listen! Do you hear it? The 
faint echo of waves breaking on a not- 
too-distant shore? Yep, you've guessed 
it: It's the sound of the tide turning in 
favor of Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc. (EDS), in its ongoing battle 
with the City of Romulus for the right to 
operate a nonhazardous/hazardous- 
waste deep-injection well within the City 
limits. 

It began late last month, when the 
Michigan Court of Appeals reversed 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judge 
Claudia House Morcom's earlier ruling 
which prohibited EDS from filing for a 
State PA 451 permit application to con- 
struct and operate a hazardous-waste 
treatment and storage facility at the site 
of the firm's already constructed well off 
Wahrman Road in Romulus. (Such a 
reversal is nothing new when it comes 
to Morcom's decisions; in fact, accord- 
ing to an April 1, 1996 Detroit Free 
Press article, Morcom's rulings were 
overturned in 22% of the 86 civil cases 
which were appealed from her court 
between January 1, 1991 and Decem- 
ber 31, 1993.) 

Just one week later, Morcom va- 
cated a portion of her May 15, 1996 
opinion and agreed to rehear arguments 
on an issue that is a significant portion 
of EDS' counterclaim, acknowledging 
that EDS was not previously given a full 
opportunity to make a complete legal 
and factual presentation of its position. 

Admittedly, this does not mean that 
Morcom's injunction against the Wahr- 
man Road site has been. lifted (and, 
contrary to what you may have heard at 
the August 5 City Council meeting, we 
never said it did). However, because 
EDS has been given permissi6n to go 
ahead with its permit plans under the 
new State law, the company may very 
well be able to circumvent Morcom's 
injunction. (To those of you who are 
pinning your hopes on the technicality 
that injection wells are not specifically 
named as being exempt from local ordi-

nances, forget it; the intent of the law is 
clear. The State has to preempt local 
control of many treatment/storage/dis- 
posal facilities because, if it did not, the 
"not-in-my-backyard" syndrome would 
prevail, and Michigan residents would 
be faced with the problem of having 
nowhere to dispose of the waste they 
generate. You can bet that any judge at 
the appellate level, removed from local 
politics, is going to understand this.) 

And don't forget: Even if the injunc- 
tion against the Wahrman Road well is 
upheld, it doesn't apply to EDS' Citrin 
Road site, which is zoned MT-2 — the 
zoning which both the BZA and Judge 
Morcom agree is the correct one for an 
injection-well facility. 

Why are we continuing to fight this 
no-win battle? The City's own attorneys 
urged the Council to settle this out of 
court. Even in the highly unlikely best- 
case scenario, in which EDS must plug 
its Wahrman Road well and doesn't 
receive even one dime in lost revenue 
and/or damages, the City of Romulus 
will almost certainly have to deal with 
EDS operating an injection wellon Citrin 
Road. Weigh that against the strong 
possibility of two well sites operating in 
acity that has absolutely no control over 
either one, and is faced with increased 
property taxes and/or bankruptcy be- 
cause it has been forced to pay up to 
$100 million to EDS. 

We at "the little paper" believe that 
the wisdom of seeking an immediate 
out-of-court settlement is obvious. 

Once again, we respectfully urge 
the City of Romulus to sit down with 
EDS and hammer out an agreement 
that will give it significant input regard- 
ing the safe transportation, treatment, 
and disposal ofthe wastes to be handled 
by EDS, and thereby do its part to 
assure the health and financial well- 
being of its residents. Q

To revise or repeal such clearly 
unworkable laws, the 104th Congress 
has established the Corrections Day 
Advisory Group — known as "Correc- 
tions Day" or "Corrections Committee" 
for short. 

The Corrections Committee is 
charged with the task of streamlining 
government and making it more efficient. 
Comprised of 12 Representatives — in- 
cluding myself — the Corrections Com- 
mittee reviews laws that are considered 
to be unnecessary, redundant, overly 
burdensome, or outdated. If the laws 
are found, infact, to be "absurd," we are 
given the authority to recommend bills 
to revoke or revamp them. 

Any member of the House may 
propose corrections bills to repeal or

revise existing laws that seem unwork- 
able. However, if such a proposal origi- 
nates in the Corrections Committees 
itself, the Committee must first get ap- 
proval from the Congressional commit- 
tee that handles the area of legislation 
affected. For example, if | want to pass 
a bill repealing a law that regulates 
small businesses, | must first get ap- 
proval from the Committee on Small 
Businesses. 

Once abillhas gottenthe go-ahead, 
it is placed on what is known as the 
Corrections Day Calendar for meetings 
scheduled on the second and fourth 
Tuesdays of each month. On these 
days, the House can debate the bills for 
no more than one hour apiece. No 
amendments can be attached to the 
bills, and a three-fifths majority vote is 
needed to pass each one. This correc- 
tions process is highly accelerated — a 
streamlined version of the regular legis- 
lative process. Its means reflect its ends. 

Among the Committee's achieve- 
ments is a change in the oil transport 
legislation. Last November, we ap- 
proved HR 436, a bill that would require 
the Federal regulations to differentiate 
between petroleum-based oils and ed- 
ible oils. This measure ensures that 
businesses involved with transporting 
animal and vegetable oils will no longer 
have to meet the same environmental 
regulations as, say, Exxon or Mobil. 

We also passed a bill revoking a 
1977 law that required food retailers to 
post health warnings about the artificial 
sweetener saccharin. Since saccharine 
warnings have been placed on product 
labels, these signs have become largely 
irrelevant and have cost retailers un- 
necessarily. 

Similarly, in 1990, as part of the 
Clean Air Act, a law was passed requir- 
ing employers in "high pollution" zones 
to reduce by 25% the number of car 
trips their employees made commuting 
to work. Although this was supposed to 
promote car-pooling, the provision ac- 
tually had little impact on reducing pol- 
lution andcaused a lot of headaches for 
employers and employees alike. Last 
December, the Corrections Committee 
passed a bill that lifted this Federal 
requirement and instead left it up to the 
individual states whether to enforce such 
a mandate. 

As a member of the Corrections 
Committee, | am always looking for 
ways to improve or streamline existing 
laws, and | am always open to input 
from 13th District constituents.
